More levees 


collapse 


under flood

The greatest Mississippi River 
flood on record gouged out more 
levees 
Friday. 
President 
Nixon 
looked at the floodlands from the air 
and declared two more states— 
Arkansas 
and 
Louisiana—major 
disaster areas. 
Estimates of the ravages inflicted 
by the great flood mounted daily, 
even hourly. 
Governmental agencies Thursday 
placed flood damage from Iowa to 
Louisiana 
at 
$400 
million. 
It 
appeared Thursday this was an 
optimistic guess, since damage in 
the St. Louis area alone was set at 
$136 million and Mississippi officials 
figured their losses at $120 million. 
An estimated 11 million acres of 
land were under water. Eight were 
counted dead in the new flood surge 
which began Easter weekend. Close 
to 20 died in two Mississippi floods 
earlier this month. 


There 
was 
no 
counting 
the 
thousands of persons out of their 
homes. In just one Missouri county, 
St. Charles, where the Missouri 
River flows into the Mississippi, 
there were 5,000 flood refugees. 


There was no counting the number 
of 
levees 
smashed 
along 
the 
Mississippi because many that had 
not broken were under water and 
out of sight. 


The flood crest was still 40 miles 
north of St. Louis, Mo., but the river 
was already at its highest point 
there in history— 42.4 feet. Water 
was gushing past the city ’s Gateway 
Arch at the rate of 6 million gallons 
a second. 


The crest has set records ever 
since it passed Burlington, Iowa. 
Down river, the weary, weeklong 
battle to keep the levees standing 
kept on, but the odds of winning 
diminshed.

acting director of the FBI amid 
reports linking him to the Watergate 
scandal, saying he acted to preserve 
the “reputation and integrity" of the 
agency he had headed for less than a 
year. 
President 
Nixon 
immediately 
accepted Gray’s resignation and 
named William D. Ruckelshaus, a 
former Justice Department division 
chief 
and 
now 
head 
of 
the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA), to succeed him. 
Ruckelshaus met reporters after a 
45-minute 
late-afternoon meeting 
with Nixon and quoted the President 
as saying that “no matter who was 
involved in the (Watergate) matter, 
there 
will 
be 
no 
sparing 
of 
anybody.” 
R uckelshaus’ 
appointment will be effective as 
soon as Attorney General Richard 
G. Kleindienst signs an order. The 
interim acting director will be W. 
Mark Felt, 59, a career FBI agent 
and an acting associate director. 
Nixon picked the 40-year-old EPA 
administrator to take over the FBI 
within hours after Gray stepped 
down amid reports he had burned 
“political dynamite" documents be­ 
longing to a confessed conspirator in 
the Watergate case. 
But Ruckelshaus said he “made it 
clear" to Nixon that he did not want 
the'job permanently. 
"I will serve until the permanent 
director is found and confirmed by 
the 
Senate," 
Ruckelshaus 
told 
reporters at the White House. “I 
don’t expect to be in this position 
much longer than two months.” 
He 
said 
Nixon 
was 
“ very 
concerned that a strong, honest, 
fair, 
vigorous investigation” 
be 
conducted 
into 
the 
Watergate 
bugging. 
Asked what he would do if he 
found that Nixon himself had prior 
knowledge of an attempt to bug the 
Democratic national headquarters, 
Ruckelshaus dismissed the question 
as “pure speculation ... I would have 
to address that problem if it came 
up.” 
He also said it was “too early” for 
him to say if as a matter of policy he 
would or would not turn FBI files 
over to the White House on the 
request of presidential counsel John 


Ronald L. Ziegler implied Nixon had 
asked Gray to step down, saying the 
President 
had 
held 
“a 
long 
discussion" with Attorney General 
Richard G. Kleindienst Thursday 
night and that Kleindienst in turn 
had talked to Gray. 


Gray notified the President of his 
resignation as Nixon was flying back 
to Washington aboard the Spirit of 
’76 after viewing flood disaster 
areas. Ziegler said the conversation 
between the two men was brief and 
that Gray issued his statement to 
reporters shortly thereafter. 
Gray, 
a 
57-year-old 
former 
submarine commander, embittered 
by his failure to become permanent 
FBI director, was not immediately 
available to reporters. 


Gray’s 
dramatic 
resignation 
followed by hours that of a former 
aide of President Nixon’s who has 
been linked to the bugging incident, 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, who bowed 
out of a top Commerce Department 
job. 
Meanwhile, the Pentagon Papers 
trial in Los Angeles took a startling 
turn when the judge announced 
prosecutors 
in 
Washington 
had 
relayed information that two of the 
Watergate conspirators, G. Gordon 
Liddy and E. Howard Hunt Jr., had 
burglarized the office of defendant 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
In announcing his decision to step 
down from the FBI directorship he 
has held since the death of J. Edgar 
Hoover last May, Gray linked it 
directly to published reports he had 
burned —reportedly at the urging of 
two top White House aides —files 
found in Hunt’s White House safe 
after the break-in at Democratic 
party headquarters last June 17. 
“Serious allegations concerning 
certain acts of my own during the 
ongoing Watergate investigation are 
now a matter of public record,” 
Gray said in a statement. “As a 
consequence, I have today tendered 
my resignation as acting director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
effective immediately. This action 
is required to preserve in both 
image and fact the reputation, the 
integrity and the effectiveness of the 
FBI.” 
U.S. Bombers carry oul 
heaviest raids yet

- 
American B52 bombers carried out 
some of their heaviest raids of the 
renewed U.S. bombing campaign in 
Cambodia 
early 
Saturday 
with 
waves of strikes as close as two 
miles from Phnom Penh. 


Other 
American 
warplanes, 
including swing-wing F ills causing 
sonic booms, swept across Phnom 
Penh Friday in day and night 
attacks on 
rebel 
positions just 
across the Mekong river from the 
capital. The F ills and F4 Phantoms 
carrying bombs and napalm made 
repeated passes over the river as 
hundreds lined the west bank of the 
river to watch the aerial display. 
Flares, some costing $1,500 each, 
were fired by the dozen above the 
broad Mekong Friday night to guide 
the U.S. jets to targets two to five 
miles to the east. The flares also 
enabled government troops to watch 
for any attempt by enemy troops to 
cross the river to Phnom Penh in 
sampans or other vessels. 
The B52 raids began about 1 a.m. 
in an area about 11 miles southeast 
of the capital and continued at 


regular intervals until dawn when 
the curfew in Phnom Penh is 
normally lifted. 
Military sources said Friday the 
strikes were centered around Prek 
Traek on the 52nd day of the heavy 
bombing campaign. Windows and 
doors shook with the blasts of 30-ton 
bomb loads, 


Earlier in the day, field reports 
said, two F ill swingwing jets struck 
around the rebel-infiltrated hamlet 
of Arei Ksat about two miles east of 
the capital.

M. Chotiner, a long-time associate 
of President Nixon, directed three 
teams with the knowledge of the 
Justice Department and John N. 
Mitchell, former attorney general 


and Nixon campaign manager. 
In a statement, Chotiner said: “It 
is a pack of lies and a scurrilous 
story. If a retraction is not printed 
immediately, I will take every legal 
step available to me against every­ 
one who is responsible for this 
horrible libel. I have consulted a 
lawyer who is well-versed in the law 
of libel.” 
There 
was

im m ediate 
comment from Mitchell and the 
Teamsters. 


In Washington, former Teamsters 


President James R. Hoffa denied 
any knowledge of the activities 
described in the Union Leader story 
and said he did not believe they took 
place.

Chotiner, Mr. Mitchell or anybody 
else doing any of those things," 
Hoffa told UPI. 
In reference to Chotiner's alleged 
masterminding of the operation, 
Hoffa said;

Lo mas curioso del caso es, que aun siendo una de las 
religiones mas combatidas desde antes de que El Redentor 
del mundo naciera, aun sigue con fiel devoción predicando 
la palabra de Dios a su manera. 
En 1968, la religión Budista estaba en primer lugar con un 
total de 600 millones de adoradores a Buda. Los lugares 
donde mas se practica dicha religión son: India, Japón, 
China, y Asia. Aunque no podamos creerlo, los Musulmanes 
quedaron, conforme las estadísticas, en segundo lugar; con 
460 millones de adeptos. El cuarto lugar lo ocupa el 
Taoismo o Confucionismo, con una cantidad de 350 millones 
de adoradores de la doctrina de Confucio. Dicha religión 
abarca casi todo el Asia Oriental. (China, Corea y Japón)

una cantidad de 120 millones, y sus ramas mas fuertes se 
encuentran concentradas en : Turquía, Grecia, Bulgaria y 
Rusia.

The American public has 
been kept more or less 
informed 
about 
the 
tribulations 
of 
Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York in recent weeks, of 
which the most spectacular 
was 
his 
unsuccessful 
attempt to impose a mayor 
of his choosing on New York 
City. 
By 
and 
large 
unpublicized, by contrast, is 
the 
setback 
Governor 
Rockefeller recently ran 
into involving a viaduct 
across the western end of 
Long 
Island 
Sound 
stretching from Oyster Bay 
in the south five miles over 
open water to Rye, New 
York. 
It is safe to say that 
Governor 
Rockefeller 
desires that damned bridge 
more than he desires any 
single 
project, 
short 
perhaps of the Brasilia he is 
building 
in 
Albany. 
Moreover, he tends to treat 
opponents of the bridge as 
the same kind of people who 
would 
have 
opposed 
Pericles' 
plan 
for 
the 
Parthenon in Athens. 
It is altogether possible 
that Nelson Rockefeller has 
never 
considered 
the 
possibility 
that 
he 
was 
mistaken since his school 
days, a posture distinctly 
irritating 
and 
instantly 
discernible to those others 
of

self-doubt. At this moment, 
the Governor having been 
outfoxed, he is fuming mad 
about it, and before it is 
settled, the quarrel over the

Over $2 million damage 


HILO, Hawaii (U PI) — Damage from a rumbling 
earthquake that “ shook this island like a rug” passed the $2 
million mark Friday as reports of extensive damage to 
homes came in from outlying regions of Hawaii’s “ big 
island.” 
Mayor Shunichi Kimura of Hilo, who plans to seek state 
and federal aid for victims of Thursday’s quake, said the 
reports “ show damage was a lot more extensive than we 
believed at first.” 
The quake flattened one building, damaged hundreds of 
homes and 11 schools, and left several dozen persons with 
minor injuries on the Island of Hawaii while causing 
landslides and the swaying of tall buildings on other islands 
in the 50th state.

shod in Lompoc

The song could be changed to “ When the swallows come back to 
Lom poc...” 
People don't realize that Lompoc has nearly everything San Juan 
Capistrano has, including an old Spanish mission and migrating 
swallows. 
Cliff swallows return each year to the valley, many to La Purisima 
Mission, according to Jack Mason, area manager of La Purisima 
Mission. 
Cliff swallows are slim, streamlined, speedy, and graceful fliers. 
They are sparrow-sized birds with tiny feet, long pointed wings, and 
short bills with very wide gapes. 
These swallows build nests under eaves on certain sides on La 
Purisima Mission buildings. The nests resemble gourdlike jugs of 
mud. 
Swallow nests can also be found clinging to ceilings of old redwood 
barns and on the sides of Lompoc and Vandenberg Village homes. 
Most years Mason or some staffer records the first appearance of 
swallows. It is always after March 19 (St. Joseph’s Day), the day 
press releases glamorize the swallow's scheduled arrival in San Juan 
Capistrano, a small town between Los Angeles and San Diego. 
Mason explains that Lompoc Valley serves as a natural habitat 
that attracts cliff swallows, as well as a goodly number of other 
migrating birds. 
A small creek runs through the mission grounds so swallows can 
retrieve small balls of mud. Mud balls, carried in a swallow's mouth, 
are the basic building unit of their nests. 
By May four to six spotted eggs come to rest per nest. About four 
weeks later new swallows hatch. 
“ When they are feeding their newborn they are in and out like taxi 
cabs." commented Mason 
From a small round hole in the mud pocket, baby swallows begin to 
stick out their heads and sometimes inadvertently fall to tne ground. 
“ We poke them back in but we never know if they re in the right nest 
or not." laughed Mason. 
Soon parent swallows encourage their offspring to leave home, to 
get out on their own. Mason guesses that the parent swallows are tired 
of hauling food. 
By late September the 200 to 400 nests around the mission are 
abandoned as swallows, offspring, parents, and parents of parents, 
migrate south to Mexico and South America for the winter Next 
March they'll return, almost to exact place of their births. 
Winter rains dissolve the earthen nests while rock throwing boys 
shatter them. —S T.

There was a time when horse 
shoers 
worked 
under 
spreading 
Chestnut trees. Today they wield 
hammers next to camper-trucks. 
Take 21 year old Mark Cornejo, 
for example. He is one of four 
farriers working in Lompoc Valley. 
They do business from the back of 
pick-up trucks. 
Local horse owners call Mark and 
he drives out to wherever the horses 
are boarded. He stokes up a small 
forge which sits next to the tailgate. 
An electric blower blows the coals 
hotter. 
He unloads an 85 pound anvil, a 
stand, and a vise. The truck bed 
con tain s 
h am m ers, 
n ails, 
horseshoes, 
nippers, 
rasps, 
and 
some medication. He is ready to 
shod. 
A quiet and peaceful young man, 
Mark likes to work alone. But 
people, 
especially 
kids and old 
p eo p le, 
a re 
f a s c i n a t e d 
in 
horseshoeing. 
“ They don't bother me, but I 
prefer to not have people around. I 
like to work by myself. I don’t feel 
rushed then,” he said. 
A popular question, asked as Mark 
straightens 
up 
from 
nailing 
or 
measuring a shoe, is if his back 
hurts. “ No,” he says “ You get used 
to it.” 
Mark doesn’t own a horse nor does 
he enjoy riding. Some horses he 
likes. Some horses are unfriendly. 
He said horses are easier to get 
along with than people. 
Out of a job and wanting to know 
more about horses, Mark followed a 
Lompoc 
farrier, 
Don 
Deveny, 


around. Many farriers learn their 
profession that way. 


He went on, in January 1972, to 
take 
a 
six 
month 
horseshoeing 
course at the Valley Vocational 
School in City of Industry through 
the 
Man 
Power 
Development 
program. Just a very few California 
Schools offer farrier training. 


Across the county there is a 
shortage of farriers, according to 
Mark. Horseshoeing, however, lists 
two good features. A man works for 
himself (which greatly appeals to 
Mark) 
and 
the 
money’s 
good 
(except during winter months when 
most horses aren’t ridden as m uch). 


A negative side to horseshoeing is 
getting nailed, run over, or sucked 
up. There are a number of injuries a 
farrier can sustain from a nervous 
and scared horse. 


“ If you are careful and stay alert, 
you won’t get hurt. You just have to 
think about what you are doing,” 
Mark said. 
To date he hasn’t received any 
serious injuries -just a couple of 
bruises. 
Mark finds most horse owners 
ignorant of proper hoof care. They 
are negligent in having the anim al’s 
hoofs trimmed often enough. This 
causes, 
for 
exam ple, 
breaks, 
cracks, and unlevel legs which are 
painful to the horse. 
Owners 
may 
leave a 
set of 
horseshoes on too long. This can 
contract the hoof and give it corns. 
Luof punctures, 
arthritis, 
bog 
spavin, bone spavin, capped elbow, 
curb, and founder represent some

problems horses may develop. 
Horseshoes, a metal plate used to 
protect a horse’s hoofs from hard 
and rough surfaces, come in many 
varieties for as many purposes. 
There are snow shoes, horse racing 
shoes, barrow racing shoes, and 
shoes for polo ponies. 


Mark uses a standard riding shoe 
made in Japan at 48 cents a pound. If 
corrective shoeing is not necessary, 
a four hoof job takes around two 
hours. Rate: $14. A trim is $5. 
Mark evaluates himself as a good 
farrier. Everytime he shows he 
practices. 
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The 
annual

abundant during the warm 
summer 
months.

abundant, the sea turns a 
deep rust color, the so- 
called 
“Red Tide’’ 
that 
American Indians long ago 
associated 
with 
shellfish 
poisoning. 
All plankton feeders may 
at times become poisonous 
but 
those 
which 
pose 
particular health problems 
in California are mussels 
and, to some extent, clams 
and oysters. Abalone and 
crustaceans, such as crab 
and shrimp, do not feed on 
plankton 
and 
are 
not 
dangerous. 
No outbreaks of paralytic 
shell fish poisoning were 
recorded in California in 
1972 in contrast to the three 
outbreaks 
involving 
15 
persons in 1971. 
Unusually high rainfall in 
fall and winter with heavy 
surface water runoff may 
presage a year of increased 
Gonyaulax proliferation this 
summer and fall. 
S h el lf i sh 
m eat 
is 
considered dangerous when 
the concentration of toxin 
exceeds 80 milligrams for 
each 100 grams of meat. Of 
the 32 mussel specimens 
collected

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The NY Knicks 
keep their fans 
happy— and noisy

NEW YORK — (NEA) — When Bobby Fischer, a man 
of prodigiously solitary affairs, entered Madison Square 
Garden to watch his first New York Knick basketball 
game, he nearly bolted. 
The crowd’s roar was convulsive. There were nearly 
20,000 people in the massive wildly lighted arena. Fischer 
may have felt he was being thrown to the lions. “Are they 
dangerous?” he asked a friend seriously, as he shrinkingly 
looked over the fans. 
The effect is different to different folks. The cheer from 
the endlessly elevating stands makes the blood of Walt 
Frazier “jingle.” He receives an injection of inspiration. 
The Knicks’ magic is a marvel to watch, like the 
spangled ballerina on the galloping horse in the Ringling 
Brothers circus which is now using the Garden when the 
Knicks are not. 


In the first playoff series, the Knicks beat the Baltimore 
Bullets with powerful art. They played team defense, 
funneling and trapping and double-teaming and floating 
and switching—textbook terms, yes, but watch: The Bul­ 
lets’ Archie Clark, a great man for switching a dribble 
from his right hand to his left, does it sweetly as his de­ 
fensive man, Earl Monroe goes right with the first fake. 
However, as the ball goes toward Clark’s left hand, Walt 
Frazier slips in. Frazier gambles by leaving his man. 
Gamble won. Frazier takes ball, scores. 


On offense, the Knicks don’t even have to take a drib­ 
ble. They move the ball around like pranksters tossing 
a poor victim’s hat. The Bullets spin in a quandary. The 
ball ends up in an open Knick’s hands under the basket. 
The coach, Red Holzman, must get much credit. He 
took over a team in December of 1967 that had potential 
but had not demonstrated it yet. Two seasons later they 
were world champs. How did he do it? 


Holzman is a staunch fundamentalist who grew up in 
the Bible belt of basketball—Brooklyn. He was an old pro 
with the Rochester Royals. He recently wrote a book with 
Leonard Lewin entitled “Holzman’s Basketball: Winning 
Strategy and Tactics” (Macmillan, $6.95). Other than the 
orthodox advice of hard work and clean living, he says 
of defense: “We pressure teams into bad shots. We steal 
the ball by funneling the offense into trap situations . . . 
We set up defensive positions that force and exploit mis­ 
takes. We believe that a team should create some of­ 
fense.” 
In explanation of the elegance of the Knick offense, 
Holzman says prosaiely: “I put the entire emphasis on 
the involvement of five men . . . We did not want to build 
a team around one player and, therefore, enable the de­ 
fense to close in at any critical point.” 
Enough on familial cohesion. One of the glories of bas­ 
ketball is that individual performers can be appreciated 
so easily. First, because they can be seen so informally: 
They do in fact run around in their lingerie. 
Second, there is no bottleneck of arms and legs such 
as in football line-play that obscures the viewing: An 
Earl “The Pearl” Monroe makes a behind-the-back drib­ 
ble, soars into the air, switches the ball from one hand to 
the other, decides to hang there for a couple of minutes, 
then double-pumps, hooks. You may not know how he 
did it, but at least you saw it. Or thought you did.

DON’T ALWAYS GO FOR 
DISTANCE OFF THE TEE 


Sometimes it is more im­ 
portant to hit a tee shot to 
a certain spot than to hit it 
for big yardage. This advice 
comes from Sam Snead, a 
golfer long revered for his 
prodigious distance but even 
more highly regarded as a 
superb all-around super play­ 
er. 
“There is more to hitting a 
tee shot than stepping up and 
belting it long and straight 
down the fairway,” Snead 
says. “You have to think, 
too. An example is a hole on 
which a 250-yard drive would 
give you a downhill lie. 
You’d be better off driving 
225 yards and getting a level 
lie for your approach shot. 
“Always try to hit away 
from trouble, too. If there is 
trouble on the right side of 
the hole, tee your ball on the 
right side of the teeing area 
and hit toward the left side 
of the fairway, away from 
the trouble,” Snead, says.

Small man still has big role 
in basketball, Cousy insists 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Is there still room in basket­ 
ball for the small man? 
Definitely yes, says Bob 
Cousy, coach of the U.S. 
basketball team which will 
play the Russians in their 
first rematch since the Mu­ 
nich Olympics. 
Cousy, coach of the Kan­ 
sas City-Omaha Kings of pro 
basketball, is currently pre­ 
paring a U.S. amateur team 
which will face the Soviet 
Olympic team in a series of 
games across the country. 
“Room for a small man? 
Yes, assuming he can do all 
the things a Nate Archibald 
or Ernie DiGregorio can do. 
And also depending on what 
level you’re talking about," 
said Cousy, himself consid­ 
ered a small man during his 
championship years with the 
Boston Celtics. 


Archibald, about 6 feet tall, 
is a superstar with the Kan­ 
sas City-Omaha Kings. Di- 
Gregorio, at 5-11, is the fine 
small player from Provi­ 
dence who will play under 
Cousy on the U.S. team. 


“There will always be a 
place for the small man on 
the amateur 
level,” 
said 
Cousy. “And even on the pro 
level, m o r e opportunities 
have 
opened 
up 
because 
more 
t e a m s 
have 
been 
added. Not too long ago 
there were eight pro teams 
in the entire country. 


As 
fo r 
today’s 
giants, 
Cousy said, ‘ Today’s athlete 
in every sport is bigger, 
stronger and better. How­ 
ever, I think where they 
have regressed is in terms 
of understanding how to play 
the game and the finesse in­ 
volved in playing the game. 


They’re so big and strong 
they don’t have to rely on 
other aids or skills. 
“This, perhaps, is effec­ 
tive over a period of time, 
but when you have two even­ 
ly matched teams or two 
e v e n l y 
matched 
players 
where the little things sepa­ 
rate the men from the boys, 
then this is where size and 
strength alone is often de­ 
ficient. 
“So a player like Ernie Di- 
Gregorio at 5-11 fighting the 
monsters has to depend on 
all these other facets of the 
game to be so successful." 
DiGregorio will represent 
the little 
men 
when 
the 
Americans face a giant Rus­ 
sian team with an average 
height of 6-6‘4. 
The game that will be 
played in the Los Angeles 
Forum on Sunday, April 29,
